Reuther, 37-year-old educational 
director of the million-member 
union, was hit by “at least” six 
pellets, mostly in his neck and 
face, doctors said. 

The medical report said that 
one pellet entered his right eye, 
endangering the sight of it, and a 
second fractured his right collar- 
bone. Two caused “minor flesh 
wounds” in the left side of his 
neck and two others struck him 
in the right cheek.

GURTAN ON REICH 


Acheson Asks Vishinsky 
What Soviets Are Do-

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PARIS, May 25 P) — The 
United States challenged Russia 
in the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters today to rip aside the iron 
curtain and disclose what it has 
done in eastern Germany. 

United States Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson delivered the chal- 
lenge after reviewing the help 
which the Western powers have 
given their zones of Germany. 
Acheson reminded Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei T. Vishinsky that 
the United States in 1948 alone 
had poured $1,150,000,000 into Ger- 
many to help it recover.

PARIS, May 25 (AP)—The three 
western powers today demanded 
the political unification of Ger- 
many as a condition fer German 
economic unity, French sources 
reported. 

The American, British and 
French Foreign Ministers took 
this position in replying to Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y, Vi- 
shinsky, who yesterday insisted 
upon re-establishment of the four- 
power Allied Control Council for 
Germany. The Council has not 
functioned since the Russians 
walked out of it almost a year 
ago. The western ministers con- 
tend the Council has been greatly 
hampered by Soviet vetoes. 

Today's session of the Foreign 
Ministers Council lasted until 7:20 
p.m: (1:20 p.m. St. Louis time), or 
almost four hours. It was the 
longest of the three meetings 
since Monday.

An American Military 
Government official sent there to 
remove a stranded Russian troop 
unit, told them they could have 
only one locomotive. The Russian 
unit of about 37 soldiers had beeri 
marooned by the strike for five 
days. They had come to the Pries- 
terweg yards with Soviet coal and

JEFFERSON CITY, May 25— 
An application for an immediate 
temporary or emergency increase 
of $5,700,000 a year i.. intrastate 
telephone rates in Missouri was 
filed with the Missouri Public 
Service Commission late yesterday 
by the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. 

The commission is expected to 
act today on a request by the com- 
pany for an immediate hearing 
on the proposal. 

This plea for an emergency ad- 
‘vance in rates is designed to pro- 
vide the company with additional 
revenues declared to be necessary 
to enable the company to earn 
a fair return, pending final dis- 
position of two permanent rate in- 
crease proposals aggregating $8,- 
400,000 a year, before taxes. 


‘Stop-Gap’ Proposal. 

One of these rate increase pro- 
posals, twice approved by the 
commission in orders subsequently 
reversed by Cole County Circuit 
Court on jurisdictional grounds 
and now involved in an appeal to 
the Missouri Supreme Court, orig- 
inally was fixed at $3,228,000 a 
year and now is estimated at 33. 


* 


The other, a second round appli- 
cation for an additional permanent 
increase of $5,000,000 a year, was 
filed last Wednesday with the 
commission, but has not been set 
for hearing. 

The move yesterday for the 
émergency increase is not for an 
amount in addition to the pending 
rate applications, it was said, but 
was intended as a temporary 
“stop-gap” expedient until the 
commission and the courts dispose 
of the two permanent rate increase 
applications. 

No Schedules Filed. 


No rate schedules, designating 
the classes of telephone service to 
which the proposed $5,700,000 
emergency increase should be as- 
signed, were filed with the 
emergency application. 

Company officials said there had 
not been time to prepare such 
schedules for submission with the 
emergency application, but that 
schedules would be submitted in 
any hearing ordered. by the com- 
mission. 

In ͤ seeking the $5,700,000 tempo-

WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP)— 
Mrs. James V. Forrestal, wife of 
the former Secretary of Defense 
who killed himself Sunday, sought 
yesterday to remove any blame 
from the staff and authorities of 


the Navy hospital at Bethesda, 
Md. She wrote Navy Secretary 
John L. Sullivan: 

“Jim Forrestal would be hurt 
indeed if he felt there was any 
criticism of the naval medical cen- 
ter for its care of him, particular- 
ly as there is no foundation for 
criticism. ... ; 

“It would have been impossible 
for him to have srecovered with 
the knowledge that he was under 
constant watch, and I am sure 
that the risk in gradually dis- 


pensing with the watch was es- 
sential.” 

A special Navy board of inquiry 

questioned Capt. George N. Raines, 
the psychiatrist who was treating 
Forrestal, yesterday. 
Raines was questioned behind 
closed doors at the hospital, where 
Forrestal jumped from a sixteenth 
story window. He had been under 
treatment at the hospital for a 
nervous breakdown 
overwork. 

It was Raines who had ordered 
surveillance over Forrestal re- 
laxed, even though it involved “a 
calculated risk” of suicide. He 
said in a statement that he gave 
Forrestal freedom to move around 
the hospital because he felt it was 
necessary if Forrestal was to be 
cured of the psychoneurotic de- 
pressive condition he was suffer- 
ing. of

Blair also ruled that he had 
authority to order a refund or 
impounding of increased rates col- 
lected by the company since Feb. 
1, under the invalidated original 
order. He directed counsel to sub- 
mit to him a proposed form of 
order for refunds or impounding. 

The company, in the emergency

RARE OPERATION 
REMOVES EXTRA 
KIDNEY FROM BABY 


An 8-month-old baby girl is well 
on the road to recovery today 
from an unusual operation per- 
formed last week for temoval of 
an extra kidney. 

The extra organ was discovered 
during an examination several 
weeks ago at Jewish Hospital to 
determine the cause of the child’s 
malnutrition dnd dehydration. 

Two complete tubes were found 
connecting the left side of the 
bladder with the extra kidney and 
with the normal one on the left 
side. The normal kidney and its 
twin on the right side were found 
to be functioning properly but the 
extra kidney was deformed and 
infected. 

After treatment for several 
weeks with the new drug, aureo- 
mycin, the infection was sufficient- 
ly under control to permit an op- 
eration for removal of the kidney. 
It is thought to be the first time 
the unique operation has been per- 
formed on so young a child.

HE public hearing scheduled for 8 o'clock tonight by the St. Louis 
Board of Freeholders in Assembly Hall No. 2 of Kiel Auditorium is 

the first of a series planned to sound out public sentiment on the 
basic type of city government desired for this city. 


The question must be resolved 


by the 13 freeholders charged with 


drawing up a new charter for the city before they can address them- 
gelves to the many other details of the new charter. Fundamentally, 
the question is whether St. Louis is to continue with its present 
mayor-and-city council type of organization or whether it might turn 
with profit to a city manager and council or to a commission form of 


government. 


Although the question has prior- 
ity because of its basic character, 
it is by no means the only prob- 
lem that must be solyed by next 
April, when a charter is to be 
presented to the people for a vote. 
To indicate the magnitude of the 
task facing Chairman Raymond 
R. Tucker and his associates, here 
is a partial list of these problems: 

Shall the mayor and aldermen 
be elected on a partisan or non- 
partisan basis? 

A number of suburban eommun- 
ities on both sides of the river 
have chosen the latter basis, but 
whether the nonpartisan feature 
could be used in a large city like 
St. Louis where the voter fre- 
quently knows little about the 
candidates is a matter for search- 
ing inquiry. Somé observers in. 
sist no public. official is elected 
on a strictly non-partisan basis. 

Number of Aldermen. | 

How many aldermen shall there. 
be, and shall they be elected at 
large or by Wards’ 

There art Gt present 28 alder- 
manic positions, in addition to the 
president 6f the board and, with 
the exception of the latter, they 
are elected by wards. 

Aldermen previously were 
elected at large but in 1941 
St. Louis voters adopted a charter 
amendment authorizing election by 
wards in the hope of obtaining 
better minority representation. 
Election at large had produced 
generally a one-party board de- 
termined by the party that swept 
the election. 

Shall the Board of Freeholders 
restrict the scope of its work to 
the agencies now under city con- 
troy, or shall it make provision 
in the charter for some or all of 
the state or county agencies and 
prepare recommendations for leg- 
islative action to place these agen- 
cies under the city government? 

A list of these and 
fices would include the city treas- 
urer, collector of revenue, license 
collector, coroner, sheriff, record- 
er of deeds, the two judges of the 
court of criminal correction and 
the city constables. St. Louisans, 
through their taxes and fees, pay 
the salaries of these officials but 
have little control over the con- 
duct of the offices.

NOTHER classic test of Navy 
versus Air Force impends in 
response to a House Armed 
Services Committee resolution de- 
manding a test of St, Louis-made 
Navy jet fighter planes against 
the Air Force B-36. 


Smarting under Secretary of De- 
fense Johnson’s order canceling its 
super-aircraft carrier, the Navy 
successfully lobbied the House 
committee into adopting the reso- 
lution. The B-36 is the new heavy 
bomber on which the Air Force re- 
lies for strategic bombing, and 
strategic bombing is the role 
that the Johnson decision handed 
over to the Air Force. The car- 
rier, according to Johnson’s rea- 
soning, was then unnecessary. 


Now the Navy wants to mini- 
mize the B-36 and put itself in a 
position to fight the battle of the 
carrier again. For iteelf, it is tak- 
ing a chance. For the new Secre- 
tary, it has provided a hatful 
of embarrassments. 


Johnson’s Position. 


In pursuing their course against 
the B-36, the admirals are verging 
close to the kind of feuding that 
Johnson feels it is his particular 
mission to put down. However, it 
is neither easy nvr tactful to 
stand in the way of a powerful 
congressional committee. Also, 
Johnson, until he took office, was 
a director of Consolidated Air- 
craft, which builds the B-36.

Pennsylvania Witness Testifies Industry Is:

WASHINGTON, May 25.

Witnesses yesterday took the po- 
sition that to give federal inspec- 
tors police authority was an en- 
croachment on states’ rights. They 


held the primary function of the 
Bureau of Mines should be educa- 
tion and research, with enforce- 
ment left to the states. 

The witnesses were Richard 
Maize, Pennsylvania secretary of 
mines; A. W. Dickinson, an engi- 
neer representing the American 
Mining Congress; Lyman Fearn, 
chief of the Wyoming mine in- 
spection department; A. D. Sisk, 
chief of the Kentucky Department 
of Mines and Minerals, and Jesse 
V. Sullivan, secretary of the West 
Virginia Coal Association. 


Two-Hour Denunciation. 

Previous witnesses, representing 
the Bureau of Mines and the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers, have testified 
in support of the Neely bill. Maize 
took more than two hours to de- 
liver a bitter and uncompromising 
denunciation of it. 

He said that in his opinion “min- 
ing is no more interstate com- 
merce than growing wheat or po- 
tatoes,” differing with Neely who 
holds that mining comes under the 
definition of interstate commerce 
and hence is a field in which the 
Federal Government may properly 
exercise regulatory authority. 

Maize said he was in earnest 
agreement with Dan Harrington, 
former head of the health and 
safety division of the Bureau of 
Mines, who maintained for many 
years that the bureau could “do a 
better job of safety work by giving 
service along educational and 
recommendatory lines than it 
can ever do by shoving safety 
down people’s throats.” 

Maize, a representative of a 
state which has notably effective 
mining statutes and an efficient 
inspection force, proved an obdu- 
rate and excitable witness. He re- 
ferred to Neely at various times 
as “Senator,” “Governor” and 
“Your Honor,” and once an- 
nounced that he would not con- 
tinue his testimony until a Bu- 
reau of Mines officer in the back 
of the room stopped whispering.

He said the federal mine safety 
code, which now is used by federal 
inspectors as a basis for recom- 
mendations, is “useless,” and that 
he did not see how federal inspec- . 
tors could go into court to enforce ° 
a set of rules if the Neely bill be- 
came law. Pennsylvania inspec- 
tors, he went on, acted on a set 
of statutes governing the industry 
and coud go to court to prosecute 
violations of specific laws. 


The Neely bill would not give 
the force of law to the federal 
mine safety code, but would per- 
mit federal inspectors to order’ 
men withdrawn from a mine 
where, according to the code’s 
standards, imminent danger was 
found to exist. Penalties for failure 
to comply with the inspector’s or- 
der would be a fine of $500 and 
60 days in jail. 


“The Neely bill,” said Maize, “is 
aimed principally at the coal op-. 
erators and is predicated on the 
theory that they are directly re- 
sponsible for every accident and 
every death that occurs in and 
around the coal mines. 

“The federal inspectors were 
just .as responsible as the opera- 
tors for the Centralia (III.) nrine 
explosion of March 25, 1947, which 
killed 111 men. They knew the 
conditions. Why didn’t they close 
that mine?” 

(At this time the Federal Gov- 
ernment was operating the mines 
under wartime seizure powers. 
There were then less than 150 fed-. 
eral inspectors. There are about 
5000 mines in America employing 
more than 10 men. About 2500 of 
these are big producers.) 

“There is nothing in the bill,” 
Maize continued, “that would give

Question of Salaries. 

Shall provisions of the present 
charter relating to salaries of al- 
dermen, mayor and department 
heads be revised? 

One such provision sets a limit 
of $10,000 on the annual salary 
of any city official. Such a limit, it 
has been pointed out, discourages 
men with marked executive ability 
from seeking city office when 
their talents bring greater re- 
wards in private industry. 

To give the office of mayor a 
compensation worthy of the re- 
sponsibilities it entails, the salary 
of $10,000 has been augmented by 
a contingent fund of $12,500 for 
which the incumbent is not re- 
quired to make an accounting. 
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Even this amount does not per- 
mit the mayor without private 
income to save money under pres- 
ent inflated costs. Salary limita- 
tions were known to be a factor 
in former Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann’s decision not to be a can- 


didate again at the last election. |. 


Shall the charter authorize the 
city to levy an earnings tax? 

The State Legislature has au- 
thorized the city to levy such a 
tax at a rate of % of 1 per cent 
on the gross earnings of individ- 
uals and net incomes of businesses 
but the authority expires July 
18, 1950. A previous tax, enacted 
by the city before special state 
authorization, was voided by the

There are continual complaints against 
the big power companies and against 
all utilities. Well, just take a look at 
the workings of a rural co-operative and 
Zigure out which is the real gouger. 

I have dealt with these co-operati 
fn Missouri and know the facts. Five 
dollars is the amount paid by a user for 
just a share in the company. It is sup- 

sed td entitle you to power. Let your 

ill run, or even ask them to disconnect 
you in event of long absence from your 
home, and you almost have to kneel to 
them to get back your power. 
The bookkeeping system is so poor 
that bills are allowed to run on for six 
to eight months. The owner buys the 
share and is responsible for the bills. In 
this way a tenant stays several months, 
promises to pay the bill and never pays 
a cent. After he is gone, a bill for several 
months comes to the landlord with the 
notation to pay in two or three days or 
current will be turned off. Just write 
to the co-op and ask if your bills are 
paid, and if you get an answer within a 
year you are lucky. 
1 am sure no power company ever 
‘treated its customers in this way. What 
this but a monopoly? Can I get pow- 
er elsewhere or can anyone else? No, 
these co-operatives have us where they 
avant us, and we either take what they 


co-operatives are doing their best to pre- 

vent any power company from invading 

their territory. 

I hold no brief for the big companies, 

but I know the treatment accorded its 
trons by the power company in St. 
uis and also in other cities and there 


is no comparison.

14% per cent a month or 18 per cent a year. But 
to this is added a charge of 3 cents a day for 


charge. Why did not the committee wrap these 
assorted charges into one package so that a bor- 
rower might more readily realize how much he 


might be expected to pay? 


The banks of Missouri long ago indicated their 
willingness to make small loans at 16 per cent a 
year. The loan companies do this business in a 
somewhat more costly manner than the banks. 
Some allowance must be made for this. But 
when the companies assert that they must have 
rates almost twice as high as those charged by 
the banks, they should be told to revise their 
business methods instead of saddling their costs 
on the borrowers. 

The House has taken this sensible attitude in 
one legislative session after another. But each 
time, the Senate has come forward as the tried 
and trusted friend of the small loan lobbyists. 
When the House yielded to Senate pressure, vig- 
orous vetoes by Gov. Donnelly kept the small 
loan crowd from the feast spread for it by its 
Jefferson City friends. ' 

Will the Senate again accept the recommenda- 
tions of its committee? If so, there is a good 
chance that the House will refuse to yield. If 
not, ‘Gov. Smith had better prepare a veto 
message. 

It should be stressed, too, that in the absence 
of small loan rate legislation, the companies are 
bound by the constitution’s 8 per cent limit on 
contract loans. A serious investigation to deter- 
mine whether or not they are faithfully observ- 
ing this regulation might be a most effective way 
of ending their Senate-helped opposition to a 
reasonable small loan rate law.

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The Doughnuts of Helen Purviance 


Helen Purviance, having served well and faith- 
fully, is about to retire. Perhaps the name means 
little standing by itself. It means much when 
it is explained that Heien Purviance is the Sal- 
vation Army girl who first conceived the idea 
of serving doughnuts to American troops in 
World War I. Every veteran of the A.E.F.. has 
an affection for Helen Purviance and the Sal- 
vation Army. 

So simple it was for Helen to cook up a batch 
of doughnuts. But to American boys, fed up 
with canned willie and hardtack, a warm dough- 
nut was a delicacy beyond compare. Helen's 
first batch disappeared in seconds. The idea 
took hold and soon doughnuts were sizzling in 
thousands of pans along the front. Yes, the 
front. The Salvation Army was right up there 
with the boys who were doing the fighting. 

There was no U.S.O. in the first World War. 
Various agencies were in the field to supply our 
soldiers with the littie extras that mean so 
much to men plagued by shellfire, lice and mud. 


These agencies varied in popularity. One or 


more of them were downright unpopular. But 
the Salvation Army, for the gallantry of its per- 
sonnel and the succulence of its doughnuts, 
headed the list in the hearts of the A.E.F. 

Col. Purviance’s doughnuts warmed the tum- 
mies and lifted up the spirits of two million 
American fighting men. They took the curse 
off the Army ration. Washed down with GI cof- 
fee, they were out of this world. Something 
should be done to honor our Helen.

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The Case of the “Shorts Burglar” 

John R. Eaves, known as “the shorts burglar” 
because of his habit of wearing shorts when he 
enters homes, has been committing burglaries, 
holdups and armed robberies in St. Louis for 17 


years now. . 
He has been arrested more than 50 times, has 


served sentences in the city workhouse and the . 


state penitentiary and been committed to the 
State Hospital for the Insane. 

Yet this habitual criminal, vicious and possi- 
bly insane as well, is free today to walk the 
streets and skulk the alleys, a menace to every- 
one. It is a miscarriage of justice that Eaves 
has not long sinee been sent either to an asylum 
or a penitentiary until he can be cured or, if 
he is an incurable criminal, for the rest of his 
life. 

The fault seems to rest largely with the laws. 
If Eaves is insane, he cannot be committed to 
an asylum indefinitely, or for more than a brief 
period, unless or until he kills somebody. His 
interval in the State Hospital for the Insane at 
Fulton did no good. 

If he is sane, the criminal laws have proved 
inadequate to deal with him. A 15-year sen- 
tence was terminated with parole after six years 
and meant nothing to him beyond an interrup- 
tion in his life of crime, which continued un- 
abated thereafter. 

Missouri's habitual criminal law has not come 
to grips with this habitual criminal. That law 

it manda on juries to mete out life 


when

imprisonment is eligible for parole im- 


mediately, whereas one sentenced to a definite 


term must serve two-thirds of it before becom- 


sane or to a mental institution in the case of the 


insane. In the specific case of Eaves, it ought 


to be determined whether he is sane or insane, 
and then it ought to be possible to place him in 
jail or an asylum fer as long as he is dangerous, 
even if that means the rest of his life. Either 
course would require amendment of Missouri 


tion’s action. It is that this summary denial of 
permit comes, as Dr. Crossen phrases it, “very 
close to dictatorship.” Few would have objected, 
even though the clinic had been in operation 17 
years, if a question had been raised as to its 
legal status and request made that it show com- 
pliance with the law. What is resented is that 
an agency, highly regarded by many civic lead- 
ers, should after 17 years of service be denied, 
without notice and a hearing, the right to operate. 

President McDevitt of the Board of Public 
Service has taken the only proper stand for a 
public official. Personal religious scruples are 
not to be considered. If the clinic is operating 
within the law and it bears a good reputation 
among physicians, social workers and others 
competent to pass on its activities, then there

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Defeat for the Meathound 


Tom Shockley’s meathound is licking his 
wounds and, if the animal is capable of learning 
anything at all, he is a wiser dog. The whip- 
ping the patronage-hungry brute received at the 
hands of the House is one he should remem- 
ber for a long time. 

Notwithstanding all the heat put on by the 
Shockley cabal to wreck the Conservation Com- 
mission—and this included pressure to induce 
the House to reverse itself after voting against 
perfecting the bill last month—the Representa- 
tives beat the scheme roundly. It took 78 votes 
to submit the proposed amendment to leave the 
commission an empty shell. Only 46 were cast 
in favor of the amendment. The No vote was 
almost double—a total of 984. 

This is the third time the House has been put 
to the necessity of defeating such a resolution. 
It had to do so in 1939 and again in 1943. The 
plan which took conservation of wildlife re- 
sources out of politics was adopted in 1936 by 
the overwhelming vote of 879,213 to 351,962— 
the most emphatic indorsement of a constitu- 
tional proposal in Missouri’s history. In 1940, 
the meathounds used the initiative to force an- 
other referendum resolution to the voters. That 
time non-partisan, scientific conservation was 
sustained, 709,421 to 359,628. 

In all Missouri’s 128 years, no public policy 
has been approved and reapproved as many 
times in so short a period and as positively as 
non-political conservation. How would it be to 
close the hunting season on scientific conserva- 
tion for a while?

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Sheaf of Important Bills 

Several bills to tighten utility regulation in 
Missouri have been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture. They evidently have been inspired by 
Southwestern Bell's two applications for rate in- 
creases, and by a desire to strengthen the hand 
of the Public Service Commission. 

Senator Madison of Kansas City wants to re- 
quire strict proof by a utility of the necessity 
and value of services and equipment purchased 
from a holding or allied company in any deter- 
mination of rates and valuation. This would ap- 
ply to the annual Jicense fee paid to A. T. & T. by 
Southwestern Bell, amounting to 1 per cent of 
gross revenue. It would apply also to the prices 
charged to Southwestern Bell by Western Elec- 
trie, which furnishes nearly all technical equip- 
ment. 

Representative James P. Boyd of Paris, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Judiciary, has 
introduced three bills. Mr. Boyd, former coun- 
sel to the Public Service Commission, wants 
rate-making valuations to be based on “the 
money honestly and prudently invested in such 
property by the public utility,” leis the 
depreciation. Under the commission's present 
practice, public utilities are permitted to retain 
about half of the depreciation reserve in the rate 
base. 

A second bill of Mr. Boyd's is similar to the 
Madison measure. It would require a utility to 
prove the actual cost to it of services and equip- 
ment furnished by an affiliated or holding com- 
pany. Mr. Boyd's third bill would prohibit the 
commission from permitting a public utility to

tax levied by a municipality in which the utility 
operates. ‘ 

All these bills, impressively sponsored as they 
are, will no doubt receive the careful attention 
of the Legislature, especially since the subjects 
they cover are of immediate interest te the state.

Stepchild-Alaska

KETCHIKAN, Alaska, 
May 11, 1949. 
To Uncle Sam: 

We Alaskans thought you'd like to know 
that we are sending out an order for a 
dozen able Communists. We are not, at 
the moment, getting enough attention from 
you but these babies, we're sure, can fix 
that. 

Your House Appropriations Committee 
just turned down our request, made through 
President Truman and the Budget Bureau, 
for $9,000,000 for pulp mill access roads 
in Alaska. 

The first $33,000,000 rayon pulp mill in 
the Territory will be started this summer 
in Ketchikan. Its officials did not ask you 
to build them power facilities or subsidize 
their transportation (as you did for much 
of the West) to offset high Alaska freight 
and construction costs. Your Forest Service 
has talked for 30 years of the great timber 
atands in Alaska, ample to fill a fifth of 
United States newsprint needs in perpetui- 
ty. We thought you'd give us a few nickels 
to use in opening up our roads when we 
got our first heavy industry lined up. 


High Cost of Wartime Roads 


Your House Committee turned us down 
because the first road projected was “too 
expensive and would serve too small a pop- 
ulation.” 

You almost included us in the federal 
highway aid act years ago but thought bet- 
ter of it. Then, when World War II came 
along and you needed hundreds of miles 
of road in Alaska, you paid several times 
as much for them as you would have if 
the long-time program had been in effect. 
You are, in fact, paying for Alaskan state- 
hood but not enjoying its advantages. 

As a state we'd have had about $12,000,000 
yearly in United States highway grants. 
We, too, are paying for statehood and not 


enjoying it, for those roads would have at- 


tracted tourists who would have left money 
in Alaska. 

You do tax our gas two cents a gallon, 
you know, but spend that money building 
roads elsewhere, don't you, Uncle? 

The $9,000,000 may not be important to 
you. But if it had been little Luxembourg 
needing that much money to battle Com- 
munism, or even to build housing to pre- 
vent the conditions in which Communism 
flourishes, you would have granted the 
money, wouldn’t you, Uncle? 

That's why we are going to import some 
Communists. Little people just can’t get 
anywhere nowadays without them. 


U.S. Colony for 82 Years 


We voted for statehood nearly three years 
ago. At that time you were more inter 
ested in the Greek elections and the Turks. 
We lost out to Greece that year as we lost 
te Luxembourg and the other North Atlan- 
tic states this year. 

That is our reward for sending over 6000 
Alaskans to fight for the Four Freedoms, 
and for paying more United States income 
taxes per capita during the war than did 
32 states. 

De you think it right to protect the west- 
ern Germans in their drafting of a consti- 
tution when you won't let us go on with the 
drafting of ours after 82 years as a colony? 
And we have no former Nazis in our midst. 

Ien’t it strange for you to clamor against 
the cartels and trusts in the Ruhr when 
your own Fish and Wildlife Service built 


up a great salmon packing trust in Alaska? 


Do you know that this combine exercised 


thought control in Alaska until last fall 
when we broke its hold, elected a progres- 
sive Legislature and have just seen it pass 
the basic tax program that now makes 
statehood easy to support? 

Oh, yes, you’re paying for statehood in 
many ways and not benefiting from it. 
You wasted billions up here in the Canol 
project and other blunders like it during 
the war and you let the Japs grab Aleutian 
island bases when our Delegate had warned 
you to prepare. If we'd been a state and 
he’d been two Senators, he'd have been 
heard and you wouldn't have had to tie 
down 300,000 troops in the northwest for 
two long years until Attu and Kiska were 
cleared when you needed them badly else- 
where. Our Senators would have won the 
battle of the Aleutians in advance. 


The Doctrine of Pinchotism 


Your Indian Service schools up here have 
been allowed to run down. Then you closed 
12 of them last year and let the kiddies go 
uneducated. Yet the native territorial guard 
was your best defense organization in the 
war, sharp-eyed, on the job 24 hours a day, 
bringing in downed pilots, spotting Japa- 
nese balloons, spying on the Japanese on 
Kiska and maintaining drills up until this 
spring when you and our Legislature reor- 
ganized them. They gave up fishing, hunt- 
ing and trapping to build your airbases and 
then, when you forgot to ship them the food 
you had promised them for the winter, they 
went hungry and lived off what birds and 
reindeer they could kill.

Fred Virski, although a Pole, was forced 
into Red Army during world War II when 
the Soviets invaded his country. There was 
an understanding that Poles could be ac- 
cepted into the Soviet forces only if they 
volunteered, But, with other citi- 
zens of Poland, he was forced to fight for 
Bolshevism, which he hated. 

His story is the usual tale of suppres- 
sion, tyranny, hunger, terror. Only per- 
sons who have some close knowledge of 
dictatorship and its methods will realize 
that the author is understating rather than 
exaggerating his experiences. 

This reviewer often wondered how the 
Russian people could be made to swallow 
the famous, or infamous, Hitler-Stalin pact, 

after the Nazis had 

been pictured as 

beasts in human 

form. Virsky touches 

on the subject and 

helps one to under- 

stand it. The official 

propaganda dissemi- 

nated by all the 

state-controlled or- 

gans of communica- 

tion pictured the 

Germans as chival- 

rous, heroic and true 

friends of Russia for 

two years.

Fred Virski propaganda dis a p- 

peared like smoke,” he says. In its place 

Molotov proclaimed that “Fascism, after 
all, is a matter of taste.” 

Only after Germany invaded Russia were 
the Russian people again urged to kill the 
“gubhuman beasts.” The “imperialist war” 
became a “holy war.” — 

After Poland began to fight on the side 
of Russia which became an ally of the 
Western powers, an agreement was reached 
that all Poles, who wished it, would be 
transferred to the Polish army. Virski was 
eager to join his own people, but every 
possible obstacle was placed in his way. 
He was even threatened with transfer to 
Siberia. 

It was not until he enlisted the aid of 
influential Red Army officers, themselves 
natives of Poland and sympathetic with 
his desire to fight at the side of his own 
people, that Virski succeeded in leaving 
the Red Army and becoming a Polish 


soldier. 

After his discharge from the Polish army 
the author came to the United States where 
he now earns his livelihood as a writer. 


His is a grim story and typical of life in 
a police state.

HEN a friend dies, and all our memories of him come together,

Since his breakdown I have been 


remembering how for years, no matter what else we talked about, 
Forrestal would bring up somewhere and somehow a variant of the 
same theme: how this Government, which he knew was almost un- 
manageable, could be made to work, how men could be found who 
were competent to administer it, how methods and institutions could 


be devised to make it possible for 


I now realize that this problem 
which had long preoccupied For- | 
restal as an official and 4s a citi- 
zen came in the last tragic years 
of his life to be his own insoluble 
and unendurable personal problem. 
He Was like a doctor who has 
studied a disease and then con- 
tracts it himself. He saw with an 
awful clarity his mistakes and his 
failures. 

Had he been judging anyone but 
himself, no one in Washington 
would have understood them better 
or would have judged them with 
more sympathy. He would have 
explained concretely how danger- 
ously antiquated are the system 
and the working customs of our 
government administration in the 
presence of our new responsibility 
in the world. 


Plagued by His Mistakes. 


But he could not explain this to 
himself. He saw his mistakes and 
his failures so sharply that the 
affection of his friends could not 
console him, that public tributes 
could not deceive him. 

He saw them with such terrible 
conscientiousness and scruple, s0 
out of their proportion in the rec- 
ord of his achievements, that he 
was exhausted—not so much by 
the long hours he worked as by 
the realization that he would never 
have the chance to repair his mis- 
takes and to achieve what he had 
been appointed to achieve. 


In the last weeks of his public 
life I saw him twice. The first 
time, at his home, he took me 
aside and told me that the deci- 
sion that he would go, about which 
so much had been printed, had at 
last really been made definite. He 
said that he thought it was right, 
that after eight years he was stale, 
and that fresh minds were needed. 
Then he asked me what I thought. 


Cure for Staleness. 


I was moved by the way he 
looked when I replied that it was 
probably time for him to leave the 
Pentagon but that if this govern- 
ment had any sense, it would not 
let him, as it had let Patterson for 
éxample, get away. It would do 
what the British do so well—it 
would cure his staleness, not by 
retiring him but by changing his 
job. Then all his experience, which 
had been acquired so

How Churchill Felt.

Neither at his trial nor in the 
current proceedings has Eisler 
been accused of a political of- 
fense. The term never has been 
defined precisely, but is gener- 
ally understood to denote an act 
that is part of a plan against, 
or to overthrow, a government. 

Eisler could not possibly be a 
seg refugee from the United 

tates, since his status in this 

country is already that of a 

political refugee from Nazi 
‘Germany. 

The visa division of the State 
Department yesterday permitted 
a Post-Dispatch reporter to ex- 
amine one of five duplicate appli- 
cations which Eisler was required 
to fill out and sign under oath on 
Sept. 5, 1945. To each a photo- 
Staph was attached. The docu- 
ment is a printed form containing 
25 questions, and the answers 
were typewritten. 

Berlin Given as Destination. 


Eisler stated that his proposed 
destination was Berlin, and gave 
this reason for the journey: 

want to return to Germany 
in order to participate in the 
building of a new German democ- 
Tracy in whatever capacity I may 
be useful there.” 


He gave his nationality as “Aus- 
trian,” but said he was born in 
Leipzig, Germany. Eisler record- 
ed that he had no rt, and 
that he had been fingerprinted 
as No. 7,543,978 under the Alien 

on Act of 1940. His 
total property and funds were 
stated as approximately $1075, 
comprising $350 in United States 
war bonds, some $350 of cash sav- 
ings, and furniture and clothing 
valued at about $375. The trip to 
Berlin, he stated, was to be at his 
own expense. 

The paper bore the seal, signa- 
ture and stamp of David Berger, 
a notarial officer of Westchester 
county, N. Y., whose commission 
would expire March 30, 1947. As 
‘reference Eisler named Dr. Ed- 
ward K. Barsky, New York City, 
and Helen Bryan, also of New 
York. Dr. Barsky was the head 
and Miss Bryan the secretary of 
@ group known as the Joint anti-

Pair Convicted of Contempt. 

On July 16, 1947, Dr. Barsky and 
Miss Bryan were convicted of 
contempt of Congress, in the 
United States District Court of 
Washington, for refusing to pro- 
duce the recordg of the organiza- 
tion before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. He 
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Supreme Court is pending. 

Eisler’s witness was named a 
Dorothy Kramer, New York. She 
swore under oath that she had 
known Eisler more than two 
years, and that his purpose for 
leaving the country, as stated 
was true to the best of her knowl- 
edge and belief. 


Three False Answers Charged. 


Eisler was found by the court to 
have sworn falsely in his answers 
to the questions numbered 7, 18 
and 23. The first asked where he 
had resided during the previous 10 
years. The reply was: “Austria, 
France, Spain. Since 1941, U.S.A.” 


Convincing evidence was offered 
to prove that Eisler, using other 
names, Was in the United States 
during part of the time he swore 
he had spent abroad, This passage 
involved another question and 
false answer, in which Eisler at- 
tested that he first entered the 
United States at New York on Jan, 
13, 1941, on the Steamship Evan- 
geline. 

Question 18 was: “State what 
names you have used, or have 
been known by, before and after 
you entered the United States.” 
The answer was “Gerhard Eisler.” 
The prosecution contended that he 
had operated under numerous 
aliases. 


Question 23 ran: “State the 
names of any organization, 
groups, societies, clubs or associa- 
tion of which you are or have been 
a member, or with which you are 
or have been affiliated.” 


The reply was “none.” Testi- 
mony accepted by the court was 
that Eisler had been and was then 
not only a member of the Com- 
munist party, but its “No. 1” chief- 
tain in the United States, 


Attorneys for the State Depart- 
ment explain that, under the law, 
the crime of perjury must have 
six elements, and that all of them 
are present in the Eisler offense. 
The first is that the statement in 
question has been made under 
oath. The second and third are 
that the oath must have been ad- 
ministered by a competent author- 
ity, such as a notary public; and 
be required by law or by regula- 
tions having the force and effect 
of law. 

The other three are that the 
statement must be proved false, 
must concern a fact material to 
the issue, and must have been 
knowingly and wilfully made.
